WHEREAS, THE CERTIFIED AND DECLARED RESULT OF THE WINNING CANDIDATE FOR 
THE STATE OF CHUUK, AS AMENDED AND THE PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS RECEIVING THE NECESSARY THRESHOLDS AS REQUIRED BY THE FSM

WHEREAS, BASED ON A MOTION FILED AT THE FSM SUPREME COURT, CHUUK 
NATIONAL ELECTION ACTING COMMISSIONER RAIN HAS BEEN ORDERED TO COUNT THE 
UNCOUNTED POLLING PLACES FOR THE PROPOSED CONSTTUTIONAL AMENDMENTS; 
AND 


WHEREAS, THE COUNTING AND TABULATION COMMITTEE IN THE STATE OF CHUUK 
HAS COMPLETED AND THOROUGHLY COUNTED AND TALLIED ALL BALLOTS CAST IN THE
